The  question  before  the  court 
was  whether  or  not  to  grant  a 
restraining  order  to  delay  the 
election  until  the  Simpson  case 
can  be  reviewed.  Results  of  the 
hearing  were  not  available  at 
Press  lime. 

If  the  injunction  is  denied  the 
final  election  will  be  held  this 
week  with  John  Updike  and  Bill 
Lawrence  appearing  on  the 
ballot  as  candidates  for  Fresh- 
man Class  President. 

Upon  hearing  of  the  advice  of 
the  Attorney  General  Mr.  Simp- 
son commented  that  he  was  mind- 
ful of  the  stand  of  President 
Olsen  but  felt  it  would  be  an  in- 
justice if  he  wasn’t  permitted  to 
run. 

Incidental  to  the  personal  quali- 
fications of  Mr.  Simpson  the  Dean 
of  Students,  J.  Elliot  Cameron, 
prepared  a memorandum  stating 
that  according  to  official  records 
Mr.  Simpson’s  GPA.was  not  high 
enough  to  qualify  him  for  candi- 
dacv. 

INVESTIGATION  into  Simp- 
son’s GPA  was  made  after  a note

Walter  C.  Dowling,  former  am- 
bassador to  Western  Germany 
and  Korea,  will  open  the  BYU 
Forum  series  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house  at  10  a.m.

AMBASSADOR  DOWLING  is 
currently  serving  as  a consultant 
in  international  affairs  by  the 
Ford  Foundation. 

After  graduating  from  Mercer 
University,  he  entered  the  U.S. 
Foreign  Service  in  1932.  During 
the  1950’s,  as  Deputy  High  Com- 
missioner in  Austria,  he  conduct- 
ed negotiations  with  the  Soviet 
Union  that  resulted  in  the  end 
of  Allied  occupation. 

AFTER  THREE  years  as  De- 


puty High  Commissioner  in  Ger- 
many, he  was  appointed  Ambas- 
sador to  Korea  in  1956.  He  was 
appointed  Ambassador  to  West- 
ern Germany  in  1959  where  he 
received  considerable  prestige  for 
his  firm  stand  by  the  Allies  dur- 
ing the  Berlin  crisis. 

Ambassador  Dowling  also  ser- 
ved as  Director  General  of  The 
Atlantic  Institute  which  is  a non- 
profit organization  whose  pri- 
mary goal  is  to  promote  Atlantic 
unity.  He  was  appointed  in  Nov- 
ember, 1963,  to  succeed  Henry 
Cobot  Lodge.

The  statement  also  points  out 
that  “some  dances  have  a difficult 
time  trying  to  reach  those  object- 
ives.” 

One  wonders,  in  view  of  these 
objectives,  if  the  dancers  felt 
spiritually  inclined  enough  to  con- 
tinue in  this  type  of  dancing  had 
one  of  the  General  Authorities 
been  present  to  watch.  To  whom 
can  students  depend  upon  for 
guidance  and  advice?  Can  they

higher  officials?

Disciplinary  Action,  ‘Hoover’! 


Florida  Threatened  From  ‘Isbell’ 


DALLAS,  (AP)  — The  Dallas 
Times  Herald  said  today'that  FBI 
Agent  James  P.  Hosty  Jr.,  who 
investigated  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
prior  to  the  Kennedy  assassina- 
tion, has  been  suspended  for  30 
days  without  pay  and  transferred. 

The  copyrighted  story  by  Times 
Herald  reporter  Jim  Lehrer  quot- 
ed “unimpeachable  sources.” 

THE  STORY  said  the  disciplin- 
ary action  was  taken  on  orders 
Hoover.  FBI  Director. 

The  Warren  Commission  critic- 
ism of  the  FBI  in  its  report  on  the 
assassination,  the  source  said, 
was  a direct  cause  of  the  suspen- 
sion. Three  other  FBI  agents 
received  letters  of  censure  last 
week. 

THE  30-DAY  suspension  was 
effective  last  Monday.  During  the 
suspension,  Hosty,  father  of  eight 
children,  will  not  be  paid.  He  will 
then  report  for  duty  in  Kansas 
City. 

J.  Gordon  Shanklin,  Special 
Agent  in  charge  of  the  Dallas  FBI 
office,  declined  comment  on  the 
story. 

PRIOR  TO  THE  suspension, 
Hosty  had  served  a 90-day  period 
of  probation  and  had  recieved  a 
letter  of  censure.  These  took  place 
after  the  assassination  but  before 
the  Warren  Commission  reported 
the  Times  Herald  said. 


Testimony  before  the  Com- 
mission showed  that  Hosty  inter- 
viewed Mrs.'  Ruth  Paine,  with 
whom  Mrs.  Oswald  lived,  and  con- 
firmed that  Oswald  worked  at  the 


Texas  School  Book  Depository 
from  where  the  shots  were  fired. 
The  Commission  said  no  FBI 
Agent  interviewed  Oswald  after

There  is  no  need  for  losing  a 
life  each  year  of  every  other  year 
to  mountain  climbing  acidents. 

IT  IS  FROM  this  premise  that 
the  BYU  Alpine  Club  teaches 
mountaineering.  The  climbing 
school  now  in  progress  every  Sat- 
urday teaches  climbing  to  the 
beginners  and  the  advanced.  Last 
Saturday  at  8 a.m.  about  60  new 
climbers  ventured  to  rock  can- 
yon to  learn  such  basis  techni- 
ques as  static  belaying,  rope  pre- 
partion  and  started  making  four- 
th and  fifth  grade  climbs.  Vern 
Bush,  A1  Sampson,  and  John  Bar- 
rianca  were  three  of  the  outstand- 
ing teachers  who  helped  the  stu- 
dent progress  through  the  stages 
of  mountaineering. 

Next  Saturday  more  advanced 
climbing  will  be  taught,  including 
dynamic  belaying  and  repelling. 
However  there  will  be  classes  re- 
viewing the  basics  for  those  who 
were  unable  to  attend  and  for 
those  who  want  to  reassure  their 
techniques.

TOKYO,  (AP)— Jed  Graff  of 
Verona.  N.J.,  won  America’s  sec- 
ond gold  medal  at  the  Tokyo  Oly- 
mpic Games  Tuesday  with  a 
world  record  time  for  the.  200- 
meter  backstroke  and  Australia’s' 
Dawn  Fraser  completed  an  un- 
precedented swimming  triple. 

GRAFF  LED  A 1-2-3  American 
sweep  in  the  backstroke  with  a 
time  of  2:10.3,  finishing  ahead  of 
Gary  Dilley  of  Huntington,  Ind., 
and  Rob  Bennett  of  Long  Beach, 
Calif.  Dilley  was  timed  in  2:10.5 
and  Bennet  in  2:13.1. 

Miss  Fraser,  at  27  considered 
old  for  a swimer,  became  the  first 
.swimmer  to  win  the  same  event 
in  thre  successive  Olympics  by 
flashing  home  in  the  lOO-meter 
in  three  successive  Olympics  by 
time  of  59.5. 

THE  UNITED  ST.ATES  added 
to  its  medal  total  by  taking  sec- 
ond and  third  behind  Miss  Fraser. 
Sharon  Stouder  of  Glendora, 
Calif.,  took  the  silver  medal  with 
a 59.9  clocking,  becoming  only  the 
second  woman  to  crack  the  60- 
second  barrier,  and  Kathy  Ellis 
of  Indianapolis  was  third  in 
1:00.8. 

The  five  medals  by  the  swim- 
mers brought  the  United  States’ 
medal  total  to  10,  two  gold,  five 
silver  and  three  bronze.  Russia 
has  four  medals,  taking  a second- 
place  silver  in  lightweight  weight- 
lifting, the  only  .other  final  on 
the  day’s  program. 

Poland’s  Waledmar  Basanowski 
won  the  event  with  a total  lift  of 
951.5  pounds,  a world  and  Oly- 
mpic record.  Vladimir  Kapunov 
of  the  Soviet  Union  was  second.

BONNEVILLE  SALT  FLATS 
(AP) — Craig  Breedlove  set  a 
world  land  speed  record  today, 
whirling  his  Spirit  of  America 
along  these  western  salt  flats  at 
an  average  of  468.72  miles  an 
hour. 

THE  28-YEAR-OIvD  California 
became  the  third  man  to  break 
the  record  in  the  past  two  weeks. 
The  one  Breedlove  broke  was 
set  one  week  ago  Monday  by  Art 
Arfons,  who  averaged  434.02 
miles  an  hour. 

Breedlove’s  first  pass  over  the 
measured  mile  was  timed  at  442. 
59  M.P.H.  He  streaked  back  at 
498.13  M.P.H.  The  twoway  aver- 
age was  established  as  the  re- 
cord. 

HE  SET  A RECORD  of  407 
M.P.H.  last  year  on  the  same 
salt  flats.  That  was  broken  Oct.  2 
by  Tom  Green  of  Wheaton,  111., 
driving  a car  designed  by  Walt 
Arfons  at  413.2  M.P.H.  Art  Arfons 
shattered  that  mark  a week  later. 

Breedlove’s  car  is  powered  by  a 
J-47  jet  engine  with  5,200  pounds 
of  thrust.
